Perplexities and consolations of editing a Reli- 
gious News paper. 

Every pursuit in life is marked with its own 
peculiar difficulties ; but an editor has a full 
share of such as are known to none but those 
who have made the experiment. <A few of 
these may be named, not as matters of com- 
plaint, but necessary information for the satis- 
taction of all concerned. Whatever else is 
neglected, the work of an editor must be per- 
formed. Whether the times be lively or dull, 
the weather hot or cold, the editor sick or well, 
his work must be done, and that too, just at a 
certaintime. To defer it one day for any con. 
sideration is to disappoint thousands. Nor 
can he do it before-hand, because he does not 
and cannot know himself until each day arrives, 
what is wanting. When the time comes to 
close up his number forthe week,the exchan- 
ges and communications relied on may not ap- 
pear; he is defeated, compelled to change his 
plan at a late hour, and make the best he can 
of a bad case. To sit down and write to his 
readers that the mail or some of his correspon. 
dents had disappointed him, and leave a part of 
his sheet blank, would furnish them with poor 
entertainment. He must fillup with such ma- 
terials as he can obtain, which are not always 
such as he would prefer. 

To suppose that under all these circumstan- 
ces an editor would commit no errors, would be 
unreasonable. if two men possess equal abil- 
ity, and one writes a Composition, it is an easy 
matter for the other to criticise it; fortwo minds 
united can accomplish more than one. What 
then is to become of the work of an editor, 
which undergoes only his own inspection, in 
detached parts, but when printed on one sheet 
is sent out to be criticised by many thousands ? 
This difficulty is increased, by the fact, that 
his readers einbrace nearly every variety of 
character, each feeling some special interest 
in some particular topic of the paper, about 
Which ethers care nothing. What feeds A. 
starves b., and what C. most ardently desires, 
Another source of pe ry lexity is, 
the difficulty of meeting the expectations of 
correspondents. It will occasionally happen 
that one of these wi!l send in a communication 
respecting some local or individual matter, 
which he and a few friends want published ;— 
to refuse, disobliges them: but to comply, 
would impose on thousands, by requiring them 
to pay for an article they do not desire and will 
not read. Inall such cases, an editor must go 
for measures not men. It is better that one suffer 
than many. He must know no man after the 
flesh ; be no respecter of persons, for the eyes of 
many are upon him, and his responsibility is 
great. Weil may he exclaim, “Who is suffi- 
cient for these things ?” 

But there is another side to this subject pre- 
senting a brighter picture. Some things in the 
editorial department are pleasant. The editor 
of a religious periodical sees the world in mo- 
tion before him, as presented by the constant 
arrival of intelligence from every quvarter.— 
And though a part of this is but sad news of ig- 
norance, crime and misery ; yet there is much 
which proclaims the march of intellect, im. 
provement in morals, and what is still better, 
the progress of Chrisi’s kingdom among men. 
There is one particular in reference to which’ 
lis employment is now comparatively pleasant : 
that is, though his exchanges are of every creed, | 
there isa sort of christian liberality which gen. | 
erally allows every church to transact her own | 
business in ber own way, and without opposition, 
provided she does not interfere unnecessarily 
with that ofothers. This is as it should be-— 
Another encouraging circumstance is, that pe- 
riodicals devoted to religion, literature and 
morality, are liberally supported, and exten.. 
sively read, by men of every profession, and ev- | 
ery political creed, which they find to be as|

CONVERSION OF AN ABLE BOODHIST 
PREACHER. 

On Lord’s day, Oct. 20.h, Rev. Mr. Bin. 
caid, Missionary at Ava, the capital of Burmah, 
baptized Moune Kay. “ This man,” he says, 
‘‘ four months ago, was one of the most popular 
preachers of Boodhism inthe Royal city. The 
sacred books are as familiar to him as every 
day subjects are to the common people. The 
first time this man ever heard the gospel, was 
from Ko-Shoon and Ko-San-/one,in the latter part 
ofJune. I sent them into the south part of the 
city, to occupy a large zayat,in which great 
numbers of people were wont to resort during 
the day. They found Moung Kay explaining 
the sacred Palito a large assembly of venera. 
ble old men. These brethren sat down, and 
listened till a favorable opportunity otfered to 
speak. They then said tothe preacher, ‘ Have 
vou heard that there isa God Eternal, who is 
not, and never was, subject to the infirmities 
of men ”’ 

‘No.’ 

‘ There is such a God, and his sacred word is 
in Burmah ” 

They then read the Catechism and most of 
the View. The truth pierced hisheart. UHeask.- 
ed fora book. The fifth day after, he threw 
away his beads; forsook the pagodas; refused 
to Low to idols, and made nooftferings to priests. 
He read incessantly till the New Testament 
was gone through, and al/ the Tracts. From 
the first, the mediation of Christ affected his 
heart. During one of his visits to me, about 
six weeks ago, he said,‘ How shal! I know that 
1 have a new heart?’ | replied, ‘when you 
love Christ, his word, and his people: when 
you love holiness, and hate idolatry and all sin ; 
when you feel all this, you may know that you 
have anew heart.” After waiting a long time, 
he said, «I think T have anew heart; I see ev- 
ery thing differently from what I formerly did ; 
every thing isso new, that I can hardly sleep 
or eat.’ 

He is considered one of the most learned 
men in Ava, and his conversion to Christianity 
is known extensively over that part of the city 
where he resides. He is 44 vears old, posses- 
ses a clear, discriminating mind, and [ trust he 
is destined to be a herald of light over the 
breadth of this dark empire.” 

INTERESTING FROM MISSOURI. 

Animating intelligence is just received at the 
Home Mission Rooms, from Rev. Alvin P. 
Williams, one of the Society’s missionaries in | 
Missouri. His labors are divided among twe/re 
churches, scattered through Franklin, Gasco- 
nade, and Crawford counties. “I have the 
pleasure ofinforming you,” says he, “ that the 
Lord has revived his work in almost every 
neighborhood I have visited. I have had with- 
in the last three months, 63 inquiring souls, of 
whom 26 profess to have obtained pardon of | 
their sins, and 14 of them have been baptized.” | 
Twenty-five others have been approved by the | 
churches, and are expecting immediately to go 
forward in the same ordinance. 

“ T have assisted,” he continues, “ in the or- | 
dination of twobrethren to the ministry, viz ; | 
Kiobert Carpenter and Jesse Bounds. Also as- 
sisted in ordaining two deacons.” To accom. 
plish these labors, our brother has travelled, 
during the last quarter, 670 miles. 


HARDSIDES. 


Two of the churches included in the number 
above named, were what is called in a laconic 
western phrase, “ Hardsides,” a term which 
denetes that they are anti-missionary. “ My 
first visits to them were very discouraging. 
Some of the brethren turned out to hear me, 
but the rest of the church forbade them, saying 
‘he isa missionary.’ This stopped some of 
them. But the Lord was pleased to bless my 
labors, and some were converted, and one bap- 
tized. And religion, wherever it is seen by 
the true Christian, will be loved and admired. 
Soit was here. Those who at first attended 
were revived, and that drew others, until the 
majority of the church have become friendly to 
missions, and are alive to their duty. A 


Remarks. Itis cheering to learn that the 
cause of God and of missions is universally re- 
viving and advancing over the head of all op- 
position in that section of the far west. It is 
also a gratifving circumstance that God is rais. 
ing up men among themselves to preach the 
gospel. It should also be remembered by us, | 
that these brethren must receive a support, in 
part at least, from missionary funds, or obtain 
it for themselves from some secular employ- | 
ment. Most of our ministering brethren in. 
those newly settled territories, are much strait- 
ened formeans. Brother Williams expresses | 
his fears that he shall be obliged to sell his horse | 
todefray his expenses!

From the American Baptist. 
Dwrrort, M. T. Aug. 14th, 1835. 
Rev. Dr. Gone : 

Dear Sir—Not having had any thing ot spe- 
cial interestin regard to the cause of God in 
this place, to communicate to you as the Sec- 
retary of the Ilome Mission Society, I have 
delayed sending you an account of our affairs 
till this time. You are aware of the immense 
and almost insuperable difficulties with which 
we have had to contend in this place. The 
church is small and inefficient; and having, 
passed through every possible trial, was almost 
completely broken down. But the Lord has 
not entirely forsaken us ; peace and harmony 
prevail in the church, and some symptoms of 
good have made theirappearance. ‘The mem. 
bers of the church are somewhat revived—the 
prayer meetings are better attended—and two 
orthree persons have been converted and bup- 
tized. 

Our congregation is respectable, and increas. 
ing gradually. ‘The commun ty in general, so 
far as I can ascertain, regard us with feelings 
of kindness, and with labor, perseverance and 
praver, it is generally thought we shall eventu- 
ally succeed. 

You will be happy to learn, that from not be- 
ing able to raise $200 a year for the support of 
a minister, the congregation will now probably 
raise six or seven, and had they no debt, would 
sustainall their responsibilities. [ have just 
finished a course of lectures on the Evidences 
of Christianity, which were delivered once a 
fortnight, for the special beuefit of the young 
men of this city. We had full houses ; almest 
the whole of the young men of the city, and 
many others, turned out to hear the Lectures, 
took great apparent interest in them, and it is 
to be hoped, may be permanently benefitted by 
their means. 

But we have suffered a severe affliction in 
the loss of our dear sister Jones, wife of Mr. bh. 
Jones, merchant, in this city. She was 
one of the most devoted, consistent, and 
active members ofthe church. Her whole life 
was a practical illustration of the genius and 
spirit of genuine religion. Never was she ab- 
sent from the house of God, except when de- 
tained by absolute necessity; never was she 
absent from the conference, the prayer and the 
covenant meeting. She was a therough and 
decided Baptist, and was never ashamed to 
avow her attachment to the little church with 
which she stood connected. For their benéft 
she lived, and Jabored, and prayed, till the day 
of herdeath. As a necessary consequence of 
this, her death was triumphant and happy.— 
She spoke of death as going home—she longed 
to go to her Father’s house,and prayed to be 
released from the load of mortality, that she 
might soar to the presence of her Redeemer. 
Her chamber of death was indeed a “ privileged 
spot, just on the verge of Heaven.” It was 
at once melancholy, vet delightiul ; aw ful, vet 
attractive. We therefore mourn not as those 
who have no hope—we rejoice in the glorious 
transition of our beloved sister, from a world of 
sin and sorrow, to a world of purity and bliss, 
and can only pray that the event may be sanc- 
tified to the church, to her relatives and friends, 
and the community at large.

Died, on Monday last, at Il o'clock in the 
morning, Mrs. Sophronia C. Jones, wile of Mr. 
E. Jones, merchant tn this city, in the twenty. 
Mrs. Jones was a con- 
sistent and devoted member of the Baptist 
Church. Her ardent piety, her activity in the 
cause of her Redeemer, and her kind and gen. 
tle manners, endeared her to the members of 
the church with which she was connected—to 
her relations and friends—and to her acquaint- 
ances in general. Her death was a trium- 
phant exhibition of the power of Christian faith 
to sustain the soul in the hour of nature’s sever- 
esttrial. Those, therefore, who loved her, and 
who mourn her loss, “ sorrow not as those who 
have no hope,” and can, with a solemn and de.

A few weeks since I was passing through

lower part of the eye down on the cheek, about 
the size of a dollar each, and a few freckles 
about his face andneck. While I stood look- 
ing atthe man, a gentleman of the neighbor- 
hood stepped in, and seeing my attention so 
much attracted by the singular appearance of 
the fellow, said he to me, “ Well, sir, did you 
ever see as singulara looking being as this be. 
fore 7” I replied,** No, sir, 1 never did. If 
have been standing here for some time, hes. 
itating in my own mind whether to conclude 
that he is a white man or a negro.”—— 
Said he, “ You see that he is a white man, with 
the exception of those spots in his face ; but he 
is a slave, and was once as black a man as you 
ever saw.” This very much increased my as. 
tonishment, and led me to make many inquiries 
concerning the circumstance; and by inquir- 
ing, [learned from the gentleman and ne 
himself, that he had been raised in that neigh- 
borhood, (about five miles west of Versailles,) 
and for about 14 years was as d/ack a negro as 
any inthe neighborhood, enjoyed good health, 
and without any known cause began to turn 
light in spots, and those spots grew larger and 
fairer, until his skin has become very fair, with 
the exception of the spots and freckles above 
alluded to. He is now about twenty-five years 
old. He hasa young and healthy appearance, 
though somewhat affected by rheumatism,— 
His head is very gray, and his beard entirely 
white.

We would ca‘! the attention of those merchants and 
others who belong to Baptist churches, and propose 
removing to the west, as to the importaace of lucating 
themselves in those places where they will not only 
best succeed in business, but where they can be most 
useful in the cause of God. It is justas much the du 
ty of private members to act, with a view to the good 
of the Redeemer’s cause, and even if necessary to 
make sacrifices on this account, as it is for ministers 
of the gospel. The ministers, who have established 
themselves in the desolate regions of the west, look 
with longing eyes to their intelligent and active 
bret!iren in the east, to come and “elp them. Such 
individuals could do infinitely more good in some of 
the new and feeble churches of the west, more espe- 
c.ally in the cities and other prominent points, than in 
any of theeustern churches. Wewantm ney in the 
west, but we want men wore; in the case of ministers, 
to preach,-and take the general supervision of the 


churches, and in the case of lay brethren, to attend to 
the secular business of the churches, tike charge of 
Sabbath schools, and hold prayer-meetings, &&.— 
There are some very important places in the west to 
which missionaries have gone, which are al:n. st desti- 
tute of intelligent active brethren. We would in- 
stance /etrott as a place of this kind, than which 
t ere is no point of greater importance in the whole 


west. There is every prospect of success in the Baptist 
church there, but the pri. cipal difficulty is not money, 
nor amy thing of this sort,—but the want of a few 
inteligent and active brethren, to give stability, or- 
gavization, and influence to the church,—to for the 
cuaracter of young disciples,—'o stay up the hand of 
the minister, and carry on the general business of the 
sucicty. Detroit 1s a first rate place for business; it 
18 iMproving with astonishing rapidity, and holds out 
every possible inducement to men of business. When 
@ place of this kind 1s. pointed Gut to a minister who 
can leave the east, without material injury to the cause 
ot God there, it is generally expected he should yo to 
it; and it would be thought strange if it were not oc- 
cupied by some minister. But is it not equally strange 
that other brethren should neglect such a pace, and 
not be willing to seitle in it, for the sake of the church, 
the Sab ath school, the Bible class, &c.? There are 
other places of importance in the west to which our 
brethren could go with advantage, but we do not at 
present know of any place which has been more neg- 
lected by meu of business belonging to the Buptist 
ceno nimatien than Detroit, and where they could be 
more useful.

ARE YOU CONVERTED? 

In order that you may give a definite answer 
to this question, I will first teli you what con. 
version is. The meaning of the term conver- 
sion is achange, as you are well aware from 
its use in common life. Hence we speak of 
such a thing being converted to such a pur- 
pose. fut itis not barely a change of opin- 
ion,a change of manners, but a change of 
heart,a renovation. A man might change his 
opinion and stll be a wicked man in life: he 
mght reform his character, and yet be wicked 
in heart. It also implies,as well as a rea! and 
positive change, a relative oue—a change of 
the purpose or use. The reality of this change 
will be judged of by a change of character.— 
Now, with regard to such a person, his tongue, 
his hands, his heart, his affections, his de. 
sires, &c. are all employed in a ‘different 
way to what they were in his former state. 

* Well, then, some will say “ 7am converted.” 
In proof of this you will state the time, the 
place, and the circums‘ances of this transac- 
tion, and will name the minister under whose 
instrumentality it was effected. But stop: this 
is not proof that you are converted, only that 
’ Mistake not the question :— 
are you couverted!? Although it is of great 
nnportance to christians to be able to refer to 
ihe time, &e. of their conversion; yet it is 
greatly to be feared, some having ascertained 
this, are afterwards careless about the matter, 
trusting to what is past, and not regarding their 
present state. Are you now converted? Do 
you continue the man you were made then ?— 
When John Nelson was once passing on a 
road, hecame up to a man, laid, too drunk to 
stand ; who, upon recognizing him, said, * God 
bless you, sir, you converted ny soul so. many 


you once were, 


years ago,” (naming the number); are there 
not many equally as absurd ? 

In order to test the truth of this important 
change, our Lord furnishes us with a criterion, 
pointing out the désposition which must accom. 
pany it. Except ye be converted, and be. 
come as tthe children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven.” What has conver- 
sion done forus? Has it produced the temper 
of little children?) Metaphors are not to be ta- 
ken im an universal sense, and hence we are 
not to say from these words, that we are to be 
like little children in every respect. We are 
notto be ike them in ignorance, weakness, and 
play fulness; in fickieness, in sullenness, way- 
wardness, and fretfulness. But we must be 
like them in teachableness and readinegs of be- 
lief; i freedom from anxieties, in being void 
of inalignity, in a loving disposition, but espe- 
cially in humility. (Matt. 18. 4.) 

Let us see to it, that our conversion sustains 
the true character, and that « will bear the 
proper test of its cenuineness. And let ustake 
care to maintain it in all its brightness, yea, 
may our path be like that of the just which 
shineth more and more unto the perfect day.
